They belong to Detroit 
and Detroit as an industrial metropolis is only as old as the 
machine which made it great. Since the first assembly line 
began discharging automobiles, Detroit has known no falter- 
ing in its mighty march. Now it is the fourth city in the land, 
built in one generation by men who are still its rulers. 

The lords of Detroit are men of strength and pride in their 
achievement.
